W h ile digigng for th e foundation of 
a cemen t w alk in th e back y ard a t h is 
h ome on E ast M ain stroet, y esterday , 
C arl M itch ell found a curious m edal 
about ten inch es beneath th e surface 
of th e ground. 
Th e m edal is eviden t­ 
ly one of th e relics of th e m em orable 
cam paign of 18 34, w h en G eneral A n­ 
drew Jackson was a candidate for re- 
election to th e 
presidency for th e 
D em ocratic party . 
It is mado of cop­ 
per and is about tbe size of a h alf dol­ 
lar. 
On one side it bears th e in scrip­ 
tion about th e circum ference, “ My 
substitute for th e U. S. B an k.” W ith ­ 
in th is inscription is a m in iature por­ 
tra it of G eneral Jackson and beneath 
it th e words “ My E xperim ent, My 
C urrency , My G lory .” 
Th e obverse 
side of th e m edal bears th e words 
“ Perish C redit, Perish C om m erce.” 
about its 
circum ference. 
Inside 
of 
tills inscription a t th e top, appear th e 
words, “ My V ictory ,” beneath is th e 
engraving of a h og, represented as 
running a t full speed. 
Th e words, 
“ My T h ird H e a t,” are printed across 
th e side of th e porker. 
Just beneath 
it appears Jackson ’« cam paign cry , 
“ Down w ith th e B an k.” 
A t th e b ot­ 
tom is th e date 1834. 
H istory tells us th a t th is was one 
of th e h ottest and m ost b itte r cam ­ 
paigns

participated in.

m edal is m ade of a base [com position 
and th e inscriptions upon it were c al­ 
culated to m ake Gen. Jackson appear 
ridiculous.

with the exception of the three or four 
days he will spend here at his notiflca 
tion, he will remain at Mackinac untfi 
the campaign is opened. 
He will be 
joined there within a few days by his 
family. 
The hour for the notification 
exercises has not been determined, 
but probably will be within a few 
days. 
It is understood that the sena­ 
tor will serve a light lunch for the 
members of the notification commit­ 
tee. 
No effort is to be made to have 
a big sta te demonstration, but it is 
very likely that two or three thousand 
loyal Republicans will attend. 
The 
occasion will be made notable by the 
presence of some ot the big men of the 
party. 


It will probably be some time before 
the party leaders here get through 
talking over the result of the leg isla ­ 
tive convention in which 
Kealing's 
slate with the exception of two men 
was nominated. 
In fact, it is not so 
certain but that all of it except one 
candidate went through. 
There is 
bound to be some jealousy creeping 
out of every political contest, and now 
that Kealing’s side won there is a dis­ 
position to take the credit away from 
him.

If it is not Dougherty, then it seems 
to be the general opinion that either 
S. M. Ralston of Lebanon or Warder 
W. Stevens of Salem will be nomi­ 
nated. 


Mayor David S. Rose of Milwaukee, 
who was one of the striking figures 
at the St. Louis convention, was here 
today on business, but he spent con­ 
siderable time with the Democratic 
politicians. 
They felt at St. Louis 
that Rose was disappointed in the out­ 
come, as it looked to them as if he 
hoped to he nominated for vice presi­ 
dent. 
He placed Mr. Wall of Wiscon­ 
sin in nomination for president, and in 
doing so incurred the anger of hun­ 
dreds of deleg a tes by his attempt to 
arraign the so-called reorganizers for 
desertion of the Chicago and Kansas 
City platforms, so it was thought here 
that he might show' some resentment 
toward the ticket, but on the contrary 
he seemed enthusiastic over it and 
confident that it will be elected.

23.—General 
Kuroki, 
after a severe fight, occupied Kiao 
Tung on J uly 19 . 
The place had been 
fortified by the Russians, who defend­ 
ed it stoutly. 
In the fighting General 
Kuroki’s troops drove the Russians 
from their strongly fortified position 
on Chi river, which is northwest of 
Motien pass and ea st of Anping, in­ 
flicting upon the enemy more serious 
losses than they sustained themselves. 
The fight began on the 18 th and ended 
on the 19 th. 
The J apanese lost 424 
men in killed and wounded. 
The 
Russian iosses are estimated at 1,000. 
General Kuroki began his advance 
early in the morning of the 18 th. 
He 
uncovered And followed the enemy 
along the Chi river. 
The Russians 
seemed to be retiring to the north­ 
ward, when suddenly two battalions 
with eight guns turned and attacked 
the J apanese advance guard vigorous­ 
ly. 
At this point the J apanese suf­ 
fered before relief came, one company 
losing all its officers. 
At a lato hour 
in the aiternoon the Russian position 
was developed. 
They occupied an em­ 
inence on the banks of the Chi. 
This 
river guarded their left flank and high 
precipices protected the Russians on 
the right. 
The only approach to their 
position was through a narrow' defile. 
The 
fighting continued 
until 
dark, 
when the J apanese forces bivouacked. 
The Russians made two counter-at­ 
tacks, but were repulsed in each case. 
The J apanese renewed the attack at 
midnight, posting their artillery in the 
valley below and on the high ground 
to the south of the Russian position. 
The main J apanese body wras assigned 
to attack the Russian center; a small 
detachment 
was sent to ward the 
right flank and another to watch the 
enemy's left flank. 
After these posi­ 
tions had been taken the fighting cea s­ 
ed for a time, but it was resumed at 
dawn. 
The Russians had thirty-two 
guns in action and they vigorously 
shelled the J apanese. 
To this fire the 
J apanese replied and the bombard­ 
ment lasted for four hours. 
During 
this time the J apanese infantry moved 
forward, the flankers had succeeded 
in scaling the heights on the Russian 
right by 3 o’clock In the afternoon, at 
which hour the main force was or­ 
dered to storm the Russian center. 
The J apanese artillery protected this 
movement splendidly, but the infantry 
met with a severe fire and lost heav­ 
ily in gaining the heights. 
The final successful charge was de­ 
livered at 5:30 in the afternoon. 
The 
J apanese succeeded in partially cut­ 
ting off the Russian retreat, and this 
soon became a rout. 
The enemy went 
in tw’o directions, to the northward 
and to the eastward. 
The Russian 
forces engaged included in addition to 
the artillery seven battalions of in­ 
fantry and a regiment of Cossacks. 
The enemy left 131 dead and 300 rifles 
on the field. 
The J apanese lost one 
officer and 54 men killed and 18 sifli- 
cers and 351 men wounded. 


W ill Giv e Up Ship. 
St. Petersburg, J uly 23.—The steam ­ 
er Malacca is at Sitda bay, Island of 
Crete, where under the agreement 
reached between Great Britain and 
Russia, she will be perfunctorily in­ 
spected jointly by the consuls of the 
two countries and released, together 
with her cargo, unless palpable eon* 
trabanad of war intended for the J ap­ 
anese shall be found, in’ which case 
only the contraband 
will 
be held.
